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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.G. 121 : 

I. Claims l-3 5 11-14, 31-33, 41-44, 58, 59, 61, 72, 73, 76-78, and 80-83, drawn to 
generating a new spanning tree after a network configuration change, classified in 
class 370, subclass 256. 

II. Claims 4-10, 15-18, 22-30, 34-40, 45-48, 50-57, 60, 63, 67-70 and 84, drawn to 
forwarding a frame to the forwarding output destination based on forwarding 
table, classified in class 370, subclass 396. 

III. Claims 1 9, 20, 2 1 , 49 and 64-66, drawn to a cost operator that adjusts a cost value

based on the type and the version of a spanning tree protocol, classified in class 
370, subclass 238. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons:

2. Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, modes of operation, and 
effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the different inventions the apparatus 
of claims 4, 15, 22, 34, 45, 50, 60, 63, 67 and 84 (Group II) involving forwarding frame based on 
forwarding table and a tag table is not related to generating a new spanning tree after a network 
configuration change as claimed in claims of Group I. 

3. Inventions I and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, modes of operation, 
and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case,' the different inventions the 
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system of claims 19, 20, 21, 49 and 64-66 (Group III) involving a cost operator is not related to 
generating a new spanning tree after a network configuration change as claimed in claims of 
Group I. 

4. Inventions II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, modes of operation, 
and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the different inventions the 
system of claims 19, 20, 21, 49 and 64-66 (Group HI) involving a cost operator is not related to 
forwarding frame based on forwarding table and a tag table. 

5. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. A telephone call was made to Sean M. McGinn on 02/01/08 to request an oral election to 
the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
